THE LIFE OF A MISSLONARY, 

.A. ROUND-ABOUT JOURNEY TO 

: KWEILIN. 

The Rev. H. S. Bailey, wha acted as 
Inelom tenens at St.- Andrew's Church, 
Kowloon, while the Viear (the Rev. G. 
Reginald Lindsay) was on leave last: year, 
and afterwards went’ to Kweilin, Kwangsi, 
where bo is a member of tha Church 
Missionary Staff, contrilutes an interest. 
ing. letter to the St. Andrew's. parish 
from which the following, ex-. 
cerpts are made. eer 

After referring to bis marringe tn 
October Jast, and, to a fortnight spent in 
the bungalow at Shatin Pass, he writes: 

AS soon as that was over we had to sail 
to Shatghai in order to get to our destin.

avold the West River from Hongkong.

atheryise hive'been involved, tried niy 
hand at poling our boat ono day and fell 
in.

After we left Pungchow we had o differ- 
ent kind! of experictice, We had to travel 
for six days across ‘country in chaira—put- 
ting up at nights in the filthiest Chines 
Inns These latter are, I hopo, the very, 
worst experience in a AMissionary’s Jife in 
China. Th. roally aro appalling for their 
ditt and darkness ‘and evil smell. We 
reached Kweilin exactly a woek -before 
Christmas Day : 

And pow: we-have been hero for two 
months and I-can asure,rou it ix a great 
‘thing to have the touch, of beauty and 
comfort to one’s home in the mid-t of wo 
much that is sordid and grimy in a heath- 
en city such: ax Kweilin. 

To. those of us who have been brought 
up in a civilised country from infaney, Lif 
in a heethed city is filk of wonder. and 
amazement. That men should, in .-this 
twenticth century, rema'n iin such a hack. 
ward stage would be incshevivahle were it 
not that the thing is here hefore one’s very 
eyes. Here, in Rweilin, non and weanen 
down every narrow street “ive lives which 
are not far removed. frean th: lives of :ther 
pigs and chickess wh‘ch share thar mint 
floors. And there ore instances: oF emiclty 
and unkindnes hery whith would be be 
yond the power, of mero animals to prao- 
tieé Only this mornivg th-te was brought 
to my sister's hopitul ar old mau. He 
hag ‘been throwa~ out into the strovg: by 
his neighbours te d An] Stter Santler 
found him im the street 2. she passed by 
and had him brought é the hospital.

MACAO'S DRINKING WATER. ‘ 
Although Colonel AL A. Trigo is pro- 
ceeding: as rapidly as .possible “with his 
scheine to secure a water aupply ‘for 
Macao it will be some little time before 
the works can be conipleted. Macao is 
developing very rapidly and it is douht- 
ful if the new scheme will be able to 
furnish an adequate. supply of -water, 
especially during times when there is no 

rainfall for any great length of tine.: 
As is well known, Macao has derived 
its Supply of drinking water, apart from 
a few springs in Macao, from the Chinese 
‘island of Lappa. Whenever any mis- 


understandings arose with the Chinese 
this source of supply was cut off. In the 


past the conilitious under which the water |. 


was ‘procured and delivered were not all 
that could be desired. The authorities 
in Macao have now granted a coticession 
to supply water to the Yuen Chai Sing 
Kee Water Supply Company, which is 
finanved by wealthy people in Hongkong. 
The managing director is Mr. J.D. Watt, 
a very ‘progressive and i 
Chinese, who was educated in America, 
He has already made many important 
improvements. in the water supply. 


The water is scenred from .Lappa at 2p 


Jace called Ngan Hang where a reser- 
voir has been constructed and where 
another reservoir will also be construct- 
ed. Heretafore the water was baled into 
the junks which carry it across to Macan 
Mr. Watt has now instdlled pumps with 
a view to prevent pollution. and is con-" 
atructing pipes to lead the water direct 
from the reservoirs ,to the tanks on the 
junks. Likewise the arrangements ° for 
digcharging'the water in Macao have been 
improved.: Coolies no. longer are per- 
mitted to stand in the tanks to bale out 


the water. Pumps are now used for the |. 


purpose. “ 

At present the water. is carried by’ 
coolies for distribution to the varions 
houses, but Mr. Watt will soon he serving, 
the water out by water-waggons which 
wil call from -house to house—an_ im- 
provement which will be very thankfully 
welcomed -by the pcople of Macao. As 
socn as the. company ‘is operating’ satis- 
factorily the price of water will be re- 
duced from 5 cents to 3 cents per load. 

The Company now desires to secure 
permission to construct concrete ‘tanks at 
yarious points. near the water front to 
facilitate the storing . and . delivery of 
water and is petitioning the Governmeat 
to grant the necessary’ concessions of 
land. . ;
